For iustatiee-theroadB are horrid, and we all know, and there 
is in this part of the country ouly one thing uecessary to make them 
good thru all seasons of the year. That is work. All of us have 
work to spare, but some how those roads ueter get repairt-d very 
much. A little work is done now and then, to be sure, but the 
roads stay bad Hut auy one will spend half a day at the store 
talking about how bad the roads are. If that time was only put in 
on the roads, they would not need so much talking at>out. 

There are other things. The hillsides sre wearing out, and the 
farmers are realizing that they do not get as good crops as used to 
come off their fields. I bsve heard men discuss the matter by the 
hour— and then go and plant in the same old way the next spring. 
Now , every man knows that scientific methods are taking the place 
of the old farming, and that as a result in some places common land 
has l>eeu made to produce 100 bushels of corn to the acre. In the 
state of Wisconsin the average yield has been raised from about 
twenty bushels to over thirty two, just by the application of the first 
principles of scientific agriculture. If the farmers would read up on 
this and then practice it. they would double their wealth in a few 
years. It is not the laud so much as the methods that need 
reforming. The time spent in discussions at the post office if 
properly used would turn the trick. 

Every where the needs are standing out, aud we 
discuss them by the hour, aud mailx- make a feeble attempt or two 
to correct them, and then say we can't, we have tried and know.

CHANGE THE TAX LAWS. 

There will be very few bills before the present state legislature 
of more importance thau the oue to cbauge the tax system of the 
state No law in Kentucky is more out of date, and none has caused 
more of the preseut poverty of the state, and the weakness of the 
public schools, than the tax law. As it stands todsy, it does not 
produce enough money for the needs of the state, aud yet it places 
intolerable burdens on the business interests on which the state 
must depend for its prosperity, and particularly on the rarmer aud 
other owuers of real estate. At the same time it allows several kinds 
of property, which can be easily hidden, to entirely escape taxation. 
Finally, it imposes a double burden on poor men, who are indebt, 
such as men carrying mortgages. In method of collection, loo, 
the system is bulky and expeneive, and the results have certainly been 
bad, as can b« seen by any on* who will take the trouble to look at 
the present buisness condition of the state. 

Gov. Wilson appointed a tax commissou which has just made a re- 
port bringing out all these points, and recommendiuga systemof tax- 
ation based on those in use in the twelve leading states of the Union 
which have been proved most successful. The system provides for 
the dividing of the property into several classes, and allowing 
each kind of taxing hotly to levy on only one kind of property. 
The state, for instance, will have real estate, the counties, personal 
property, and the cities franchises aud mortgages. This niBy not 
lie the classification used, but that is the plan. Each piece of prop- 
erty would be taxed only once. 

It will be of the utmost benefit to the state if this law can be adopt- 
ted. It will encourage the investment of money here, the building 
up of savings banks, will help buisness, lighten the tax burden by 
briugiug some kinds of property out of hiding, and work for justice, 
fairness aud equality all around. U you have any influence with 
your member of thelegislature.it will pay you to advise him to 
vote for the law. You will have a chance at it yourself later, as 
the law will have to be submitted to the people for a vote as a 
Constitutional Amendment.

8t l/ouls 

Democrat* Shown Consideration. 

The Democrats In congress, being in 
the minority, of course do not expect 
to get much patronage from the White 
House, but as a matter of admitted 
fact they have been shown a good deal 
of consideration by the admlnistra 
tlon In appointment matters There 
were Republicans who thought that 
President Taft ought to have given 
the supreme court vacancy to a mem 
tier of the majority party. Instead of 
this the president appointed Judge 
Horace H l.urton of Tennessee, a 'or 
mer coufejerate soldier and a lifelong 
Democrat When Judge l.urton's 
name was reported favorably from the 
senate committee to the whole senate 
the honor of making the report was 
given to n Democratic aenator, Mr 
Hacon of Oeorgla. 

Many Lawmaker* Disgruntled. 

Another "Grnver Cleveland feature' 
of the Taft administration Is to be 
found In the addition to the pre* I 
dent's message to congress December 
6, In which he urgently recommended 
that a law be passed requiring that 
candidate* In election* of member* of 
the house of representatives and com- 
mittees III charge of their campaign, 
should make a return to the Cnln d 
Slate* govt rnment of all the expense* 
that they Incurred during the enm- 
liatgn for election. This has been 
taken to mean that the , t< sldent 
wants to *erure purity of tin- ballot In 
all federal election*, niul it Is In line 
with what Is said to be hi* determina- 
tion to appoint only lit men to ofllc e 

Trouble may come to Mr. Taft be 
cause of hi* refusal to listen to the 
pleas of the senators and represent.! 
tires to give preference to their enndi- 
tJatfs for office. The illsapiHilnled ones 
may* seek to obstruct some of the leg- 
islation that the president desires to 
have pass* d 

Civil Service Investigation. 

There I* every indication that the 
l ulled Stales senate will sanction the 
ti olutton Introduced by Senator Ho 
rah or Idaho authorizing the investi- 
gation of the whole system of civil 
»rr\ice of the Cnlted State* govern 
ttit'tit. The senate has been brought 
to an Investigating- state of mind after 
• good deiil of pressure from outside, 
and inniiv trials and tribulations that 
have met the aenator* themselves. 

The Ilorah resolution I* in theunods 
of the senate committee on civil *erv- 
Ice. of which Senator Cummin* of 
Iowa Is the chairman. The resolution 
has a majority in ins committee fa- 
vorable to its provisions, and when It 
come* to the floor of the senate with 
an alllrmatlve report back of it there 
seem* to be little doubt that it will 
pass without much difficulty. 

TtW changes that roey come In the 



f method of promotions of minor fed 
era! office holders a* a result of the 
stnnte Investigation are likely to be 
of great service In better tig the con- 
I dltlon of faithful employe*! of the gov- 
ernment whose merits have been 
overlooked In order that political fa 
| vorlte*. whose work may not hnve 
been up to the standard, should re 
reive promotion. It can be said tuat 
regardless of party most of the 
senators of the Culled States have 
not been any too strongly attached to 
the civil service as It related to sp 
pointmente. but when It comes to 9 
question of promotion* under the civil 
service the senator* are willing to ac- 
quiesce in new rules. 

Spirit of Law Violated. 
It has been said before that It I* 
President Tuffs desire that thf spirit 
of civil service shall prevail In all 
I department*. Thousands upon thou- 
sands of men and women are appolnt- 
[ ed every year to minor oftVcs under 
I the rule* of the civil «ervlce. but when 
! they once secure their positions they 
I have found to their sorrow in many 
i Instance* that merit *eem» to count 
for little when the que»tlon of ad 
I vaiu ement come* up. 

Not long ago Senator William Aldon 
I Smith of Michigan, a Republican, nd- 
| dressed the senate in a heated speech 
In the course of which he declared 
that many of the bureau chiefs In the 
! departments of government were noth 
i ing more nor lei* than petty tyrants 
i who had In their hands the power of 
: promotion and who used It to advance 
| those whom they personally liked 
while keeping back faithful men and 
women who had worked hard but had 
I not sought to curry favor. 

It must be borne In mind that the 
senate investigation of the civil serv- 
ice system of the country will have 
to do largely with the question of pro 
motion* The law does not specifical- 
ly make provision for the advance- 
ment of the m< n and women from one 
grade to another as a result of good 
work It has been taken for granted 
that merit would prevail, but in this 
thought little consideration has been 
given to the frailties of human nature 
as they show themaelrea In men who 
for n brief period have been given an 
tborlty 

Comml*»ioner* All Right. 
No crittrlam of the civil aervlce 
commissioner* of whom Cen. John C. 
Hlack I* the chief, ia even suggested 
In an evident desire of the aenate to 
have an Investigation It 1* ronreded 
that ordinarily the < Ivll *ervlre exam 
Inatlona for government positions are 
conducted honestly and that those 
who pass get the place* and that 
those who fall do not get them Un- 
doubtedly the commissioner* would 
like to have the Inw extended so that 
a clerk In a department who has done 
good work will be sure to have his 
•ervlce* recognized by promotion ra 
thrr than to have the better place 
given to one who ha* a personal pull 
Bureau Chief* to Blame. 
Complaint I* made that sometime* 
bureau chief* will recommend for pro 
motion a rlerk who happen* to belong 
to the same lodge that he doe* or who 
attend* the same church with him. or 
ia willing to ahow him favor because 
their wives happen to be friend*. In 
some of the rases the promotion of 
a favorite works a hardship on n more 
deserting one who is kept at his old 
desk and at his old pay. In a sense 
this Is demoralizing nnd the senate 
thinks that it should be stopped 

It may he that a* a result of the in- 
vestigation a law may be suggested 
for adoption which will give old gov 
eriiment clerks a rhanre to retire on 
pension*. Congress dors not like the 
prospect of n civil pension list, but It 
realizes that If one should bo author 
ized the government would save mon 
ey and at the same time Increase the 
amount of daily work that Is done 
There are hundred* of worlhy men 
and women In the service who cannot 
do n day's work, but who, because of 
their long and falthfi.l service, are al- 
lowed to remain at their desk* anil 
draw their pay. To turn them out 
would In many case* mean suffering 
and hardship and possibly the poor- 
house Thl* Is a great problem and 
ope that has been troubling congress 
for year*. It may be that action of 
some kind will be taken In the near 
future. 

Prttldent Becoming Earnest. 

Members of both parties in Wash 
Ington say that the president ha* be- 
come more forcible In hi* intercourse 
with the lender* of his party than he 
was during the debates on the tariff 
They say that when the tariff discus 
slon was on In congress Mr. Tnft made 
up his mind to reverse the Roosevelt 
method and to plead with the sena- 
tors and representative:! rather than 
to threaten them with the big stick 
It ia also Intimated that the president 
lias found that while "a soft answer 
turneth uwuy wrath." a mild request 
doe* not always bring an affirmative 
answer. The In lief \n that the pres- 
ident holds that unless hi* party Car- 
rie* out all his recommendations at 
this session or make* definite ar 
raiigement* and definite promises to 
carry them all In the near future, hi* 
party may lose control of the house 
next November. This ia one of the 
chief reasons why the president is 
so anxious to know whether the lend 
or* are going to stand true to their 
pledge* or are to comply with them 
only In part.

Berea College Is not a money-making Institution. All the money re- 
ceived from students Is paid out for their benefit, and the 8chool *xp*n<Vf 
on an average upon each student about fifty dollars a year more than be pays 
In. This great deficit is made up by the gifts of Christian and patriotic people 
who are supporting Berea In order that it may train young men and wou» 
for lives of usefulness. 

OUR SCHOOL IS LIKE A FAMILY, with careful regulations to protect 

the character and reputation of th* young people. Our students come front 
the boat families and are earnest to do well and improve. For any who may 
b* sick the College provides doctor and nurse without extra charge. 

All except those with parents In Berea live In College buildings, and 
assist In work of boarding hall, farm and shops, receiving valuable train- 
ing, and getting pay according to the value of their labor. Except In win- 
ter It is expected that all will have a chance to earn as much as 35 cents 
a week. Some who need to earn more may, by writing to th* Secretary 
before coming, secure extra employment so as to earn from 60 cents to 
one dollar a week. 

PERSONAL EXPENSES for clothing, laundry, postage, books, etc., vary 
with different people.

How the Borgia Lured Victims to 
Death Told by Accomplice— Con- 
fesses to Killing of Arch Murderess 
and Three Children. 

St. Louis.— According to a copy- 
righted story In the Post Dispute h 
Thursday Ray I.aniphere, who died 
recently In the Indlanu penitentiary 
at Michigan City while serving u term 
for Betting fire to the home of Mrs. 
Bella Uunness. at Laporte. Ind , did 
not carry the secrets of the charnel 
farm to the grave with him. 

The confession was made to Rev. 
Dr. K. A. Schell, formerly pastor of 
the laporte Methodist church, now 
president of the Iowa Wesleyan tint 
verslty at Mount Pleasant, la. bihI 
held by him inviolate as a secret of 
the confessional. 

The Post Dispatch says Rev. Mr 
Schell would verify, if he would con 
aent to break the silence, the conies 
slon it publishes. The Post Dispatch, 
however, says the confession It pub 
lishes was made to a man of unas 
able character. 

Lamphere. according to the confes- 
sion, had a guilty knowledge of 'he 
murder of three men In the Uunness 
home during the time he lived there, 
about eight months In 1907, and he as- 
sisted Mrs. Gunness In dlsposlug of 
the bodies of the three men. 

He said he thought he had not re- 
ceived as much of the profits of the 
transaction as be considered himself 
entitled to. and he went to the farm- 
house at night with a woman, chloro- 
formed Mrs. Gunness, her three chil- 
dren and Jennie Olson. He Bnd the 
woman then searched the house, find- 
ing between $60 and $70. The light 
they used was a candle, and they left 
the house without knowing they had 
left behind a spark that soon burst 
Into flames. 

Mrs Gunness' method of killing her 
victims, Lamphere said, was first to 
choloforra them as they slept and 
then if the drug did not itself kill, to 
sever the heads with an ax Kach 
time a man was to be murdered, ac- 
cording to l^amphere, she sent him to 
purchase chloroform. lamphere said 
he saw one of them killed and aided in 
burying all three. These men were 
Andrew Helgeleln and probably Ole 
Budsberg and Tonness Petersen Uen. 

Lien. lamphere thought, was the 
third husband of Mrs Gunness. At 
the time of the tamphere trial It was 
thought Jennie Olson had been killed 
by Mrs Gunness. Lamphere. how- 
ever details how Mrs. Gunness had 
secreted her in the house after she 
returned from a visit and she was 
choloroformed by Lamphere and his 
accomplice. 

A few nights after they came back 
there was another burying. lamphere I 
received money once more from Mrs. ' 
Gunness. and he said he became the 
trusted ally of Mrs Gunness

One of the most striking arguments 
for temperance reform, sayB Mr L. A. 
Iirudy. Is to be found in certain cold, 
dispassionate Btatlsths Issued by the 
I'nlted States census bureau. These 
figure* show that Intemperance, as 
either a direct or contributing cause, 
waa responsible for more than 19 per 
cent —practically one-fifth of all di- 
vorces Erntited In the i'nlted States 
•luring the 20 years between 1887-1906 
Delusive, say* Literary Digest. Since 
at the present rate at least every 
twelfth mnrrliigo ends In divorce, wo 
get a proportion of one home In every 
61 wrecked by drink. Moreover, the 
census authorities themselves, accord- 
ing to Mr. Brady, admit that these fig- 
ures represent only the most flagrant 
and pal pa lie Ins'ances on the part 
which Intemperance plays In divorce, 
and that greater percentages than 
those actually given would be nearer 
the truth.

Th* control is be exrr- 
clsed over private owners In thr.r treat- 
men' of the forr*t* which they own ts a 
matter for atafe and not national regu- 
lation. b*n suae there Is nothing In th* 
constitution that authorlxra the federal 
government to rgercle* any rontrol over 
forests within a stste. unless the forests 
are owned In a proprietary way by the

No Measure Introduced as Vst Look- 
ing to Replenishing the Empty 
State Treasury — Bills Launched to 
Carry the Good Roads Amendment 
Into Effect— No Redisricting Prop- 
osition Likely This Session.

Frankfort. Ky (Special.)- It la a 
mighty hard matter to guess how 
much work or how little real work a 
legislature will do. Judging by the 
way It starts In at the beginning of 
the session. The present body la 
taking things rather slow at the start 
and one would be Induced to telleve 
that but little Important legislation 
will be enacted, but a legislature la 
about aa uncertain as a Jury, and this 
one may perk up In a few days and 
get very busy passing some of the 
many hundreds of bills that mill be 
Introduced. Nearly 300 bills nave al- 
ready been put In the hopper, but not 
one In ten o* them will ever reach the 
governor. Among the Important 
measures that have been offered 
since laat week are the following: 

Art designating electrocution aa 
the means of Indicting all death sen 
fences and providing that the .-lcctro- 
rution shall take place In th<- peni- 
tentiary Instead of In the county 
where the man It convicted. 

Act to prohibit the operation of 
burketshops and fixing a heavy flue 
for a violation of the law in that re-

Act appropriating $186,000 for addl 
tional buildings on the atate fair 
grounds In Ixiulsvllle. 

Art creating the office of state 
ateam boiler Inspector at a salary of 
•2.400 a year 

Act to repeal the dog tax 'aw and 
another bill to Increase the dog tax 
to $2 per head. 

Act providing that where a nawa- 
paper is sued for liliel the suit must 
be brought elthvr In the county where 
the newspaper Is published or in the 
county where the plaintiff realdea. 

Act appropriating $160,000 to erect 
buildings for s medical achool In con- 
nection with the State university and 
$45,000 annually to maintain the 
school snd buildings. 

Art providing that In criminal 
trials the Jury shall only And a ver 
dirt of guilty or not guilty, and if 
found guilty the Judge shall fix the 
length of the sentence the convicted 
man must aer\e.

The Wyatt Dosworth good roads 
amendment having been adopted to 
the constitution, these two senators

The first bill provides 
for a state tax of 5 centa on the $100 
to create a good roads fund In the 
atate treasury. This fund will not be 
distributed Indiscriminately, but will 
be proportioned to each county need 
Ing It In the same ratio as the 
amount the county itself raises for 
road-building. If a county declines to 
vote a tax Itaelf to build roads, then 
It will not get any of the state fund 



i stV r no circumstances will the state 
pay more than one-third of the cost 
of conatructlng any road in any coun- 
ty. Another bill following in the 
aame Una provides for the maimer of 
eatahlishlng and maintaining public 
roads, rslstng revenue by the coun- 
ties to help construct the roada, and 
creates the offices of state rommls- 
aloner of roads and county engineer. 
It I* believed that If these bills pass 
and become the law It will be but a 
comparatively ahort time till Ken- 
tucky will have as good roada all 
over the state aa any of her alster 
atatea have now.

The cost of maintaining the mag 
nlflcent new statehouae Is likely to 
make aome of the legislator! open 
their eyea when they remember bow 
little waa formerly spent on the al- 
leged upkeep of the old state build 
Ing. In the first place the old build 
Ings never were kept any waya de- 
cent and everything about the build 
Ings waa always covered with dirt 
and dust, probably because no appro- 
priation waa aver asked for or made 
to keep things clean The last legis 
lature made an appropriation of $16. 
000 a year for electrlclana. engl 
neers. Janitors, scrubbers and other 
needed laborers, snd It will take all 
of that sum to keep the building In 
aa clean and neat condition aa It Is 
now being kept. That Is not near all 
the expense, however, for the cost of 
running the power house, where all 
the light and heat Is made, mounts 
up mighty faat when several hundred 
bushels of coal are consume, 
day. Add to this the cost of 
the machinery of the power 
repair, snd the total expense will be 
several thousands a year more than 
It cost to keep fires and lights In the 
old building.. But Just think what a 
difference 1 Everything in the new 
building la aa clean aa a new pin. It 
has every con%enlence In the way of 
lights, heat and water, thus making 
It • real pleasure to occupy It.

To do 
thia It would be necessary to pass a 
new law. but a number of the friends 
of the two Democrata now on the 
board would not vote for the new bill 
To win over these friends of the two 
member, of the board It la now pro 
posed to pledge a majority of the 
Democrats to vote to retain the two 
men on the board and elect two other 
Democrats to lake the places of the 
two Republicans Whether this 
scheme will result In abolishing the 
bipartisan board can not be foretold 
this early In the session.
